5. I made the same composition as Example 1 of Mukohyama by mixing the 
following ingredients in a 30 mm Werner & Pfleiderer twin screw extruder using barrel 
temperatures of 280°C. The glass fiber was side fed to the extruder and the 
plasticizer was added at the downstream end of the extruder. The ingredients and 
their weight percentages were: 

PET - 24 

PET/PEO Copolymer - 21 

Flame Resistant Agent - 13.8 (the percentages in Mukohyama add up to 

100.2%) 

Plasticizer - 4 
Nucleating Agent - 4 
Antioxidant - 0.3 
Epon® 1009F - 0.6 
PED (lubricant) - 0.8 
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Antimony compound -1.5 



Glass fiber - 30 



6. A 3-inch x 5-inch x 1/8-inch thick plaque of the composition of Number 5 
was made by injection molding, and the surface resistivity was measured using 
ASTM Method D257. The individual measurements were 3.8x1 0 13 , 4.5x1 0 13 , and 
4.6x1 0 13 ohm/square, whose average is 4.3x1 0 13 ohm/square.
